After 
s|Hnding nearly a year in this new 
.State I will write another letter to old 
Kentucky friends. We are enjoying 
fine health and have done so since we 
have l>een here. The weather it fine. 
Th< re have been frosts but no snow, 
as the Eastern States have re|iorted. 
The cotton crop is lieing har\’ested and 
the yield is large, making from one- 
half to 14 bales |ier acre. The price is 
giMxl, aliout t.V> a bale. The first cot- 
ton sold brought $2.6fi per 100 |Kiunds 
in theseeil, and now it aetls at f.3 40 to 
AI.M in the seed and $10 in the lint and 
it it expected to go to $4 in the teed 
before a great while. Some fields have 
been picked over three times, while 
some have never iioen touched. Cotton 
pickers are very scarce; everyone you 
see IS asking for hel|k The price |>aid 
now it II to 11.10 per 100, ami an ex- 
p<‘rt can pick 400 pounds a day, but I 
don't think a Kentuckian would ever 
pick that much. The average picking 
it about 200 pounds per day. 

The great subject now is, where will 
th«- capital of the State be ?| (Some 
think the Sac A Fox agency, six miles 
south nr .Stroud, will lie, as there arc 
to many government buildings at that 
place, and it it very old. There it also 
a new railroad surveyed from Guthrie 
to Okmulgee, which passes through the 
Agency. Every town ia trying for the 
capital. The Agency ia a very lieauti- 
ful place, situated on a hill and ran be 
seen for miles. There are the govern- 
ment school Ituildings, which are fine 
and run by the government, and the 
Indiana are forced to tend their child- 
ren as soon as they are large enough. 

The Indians are paid o4T every three 
months. I have undersUMid that the 
Sac A Fox and Iowa Indiana 4lrere the 
only ones that received their pay there. 
The Indians used to have dog eatings 
on Aug. 6. it being a day of celebration 
just as the 4th of July is with us. But 
the government has stopped that and 
they have to sulwtitute something fur 
the dog. They would collect up a lot of 
flags (enough to feed the expected 
crowd on) and would fatten them well 
before killing. A log heap wRR fixed, 
the dogs killed and put on the fire and 
when the hair was tinged well they 
were taken olT, dressed and put back on 
the fire and ruaated brown. Then they 
were taken olT, carved and made Veady 
to eat. of which I suppose all partook; 
but that is a thing of the |>ast. There 
are lota of Indians here, but they have 
their tettlsments and never bother any 
one. They are all great people to buy 
and most all of them drink whisky. If 
the husband and wife go to town and 
buy a sack of flour or bran, or any 
other thing, no matter bow heavy, the 
wife always has to shoulder and carry 
it to the wagon. The warmest summer 
days you could see the old ones in town 
with a shawl around them and l>are- 
headed. Some of them dress at the 
white people and are as decent. They 
don’t Lllow any thing for an occuiia- 
tion. Just dcjiend on the government 
nnoney they receive as interest on the 
land. 

There are many Kentucky (leople 
here. I)aven|»>rt, a new town seven 
miles west of here, is composed prin- 
cipally of KentuckiaiM. If ia only two 
years old and ia building up fast. It Isa 
(irohibition town. Three cheers fur the 
Kentuckians for that. There it a pro- 
hibition election here this month, trying 
to get Uklahoma in the prohibition col- 
umn like Indian Territory. Kansas, 
the adjoining State, is also prohibition 
and if Oklahoma shouki be, it would 
lie a long ways to whisky. 

Stroud has improved a great deal 
since we have been here. Concrete 
stret>ta have taken the place of the old 
plank walks and the lake is being dug 
Lr t he water works and contract has 
been made for an electric light plant. 
There have been several new business 
hou-ses erected and a new church since 
we have liven here, besides many dwell- 
ings. 

It is astonishing to see the money 
paid out in one day forcotton in Stroud. 
One day in particular ‘240 loads sold at 
from A'k) to $60 a load, and most of the 
money is either s|ient with the Stroud 
merchants or deposited in one of the 
banks. Therf* are three newspajiers 
here and each seems to do a flourishing 
business. 

I forgot to mention the new canning 
factory erecte«l last summer and it did 
ts part in consuming the fine fruit, for 
which Oklahoma is noted. I never saw 
so much fruit at one time as 1 saw in 
every orchani here last summer, and 
the finest peaches 1 ever saw were the
